Wilmington’s 20th fire by cause 
of arson, Saturday night, was also 
a tremendous social success, 

The old) Harriman’s Tannery 
warehouse, in North Wilmington, 
dating from about 1899, and the 
place where hides were stored be- 
fore tanning, in the days of the 
tannery operations, was the scene 
of the arson, 

Lt. Leo Murphy of the State Fire 
Marshall’s office and Fire Chief 
Arthur Boudreau declare that a 
fire was set outside the building, 
at the southeast corner, near the 
tracks of the Portland Branch of 
the B&MRR. The fire was noticed 
at about midnight, Saturday, and 
the alarm (611) was blown at 12;06 
am Sunday, 

Hundreds of sightseers respond- 
ed. It was one of those nights - 
early June, poor shows on TV, 
and the number blown promised 
that there could be some excite- 
ment, as 611 is the number forthe 
North Wilmington Shopping Center, 
and any ofthe many stores in the 
area could be going up in flames, 

To fight the fire was difficult 
for the Wilmington Fire Depart- 
ment, The warehouse is now being 
used by Photon, as a storage place 
for their old machinery, and for

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parts and entire Photon machines, 
which retail in the neighborhood 
of $66,000-apiece It could be that 
there were over $1,000,000 inparts 
and Photons: in’’that Warehouse, 

The fire got between the false 
cefling and the roof of the old 
building, in a place where the fire- 
men had an extreme difficulty to 
reach, 

‘They had to break down the heavy 
doors which guarded theplace, and 
then they found that they were un- 
able to get at the fire, because of 
the false ceiling, ten or twelve feet 
overhead, 

It wasn’t until 3:15 am that the 
fire was declared out. 

Tewksbury apparatus came to 
Wilmington to assist in putting out 
the fire, and in addition tothe hun- 
dreds of Wilmington spectators 
there were spectators from both 
Tewksbury and Reading,

Woburn St. man 
not guilty of 
Gun Charge

James R Day, of 407 Woburn St. 
was found not guilty, Monday morn- 
ing, in Woburn Court, on a charge 
of Assault with a Dangerous Wea~ 
Pon, 

Day appeared in court as the 
result of an incident that occured 
on May 2ist, at about 1:15 am, 

Previously that evening some 
persons unknown had driven into 
the driveway of his home, and had 
driven over the lawn, before es- 
caping onto Woburn Street. 

So, when a car appeared in the 
driveway at 1:15 am, with four 
young men in it, Day went out with 
a flashlight and a revolver, to find 
out what was going on. 

During the next few moments the 
gun went off, The bullet went 
through the door post on one side 
of the car, and ‘through the car, 
out through a window on the other 
side. The four young men sped to 
the Police Station, and told the 
story. 

When Day appeared in court he 
told the court that it was an acci- 
dent, The court accepted the story. 
He was discharged, but the gun 
was confiscated,

He went on to say that not one 
graduate of Northeastern, nor of 
Tufts, nor of MIT had taken a job 
with the Mass. DPW, The state 
agencies are not in a competitive 
position he declared, 

The starting salary for a Civil 
Engineer in the DPW is $4500, You 
have to take an examination, and 
then you have to wait, sometimes 
nine months, before you hear the 
results, Meanwhile private indus- 
try, and officials of other states 
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‘Sarge’ pleads for Civil Service Reform

was Prominent 
Business Man 


George Douglass Archibald, who 
died Saturday night in the Winches- 
ter Hospital, after an accident at 
the Tri-Town Service Station, was 
one of the hardest working men to 
do business in Wilmington, 

He had been in business at the 
Tri Town Station for the past two 
years, and was one of the most 
successful men in the business, in 
this area, always hard at work, 

Death came as the result of a 
one-in-a-million chance accident, 

He was checking a 1966 GMC 
truck, owned by the Landry Sales 
Co, of Grafton N.H., Saturday af- 
ternoon, The heavy steel clutch 
blew apart, and like so much shrap- 
nel, parts of it were imbeded in 
his chest, The time was just be- 
fore 5:25 pm., and he died shortly 
thereafter on the operating table 
of the Winchester Hospital, 

The business is now being oper- 
ated, on a temporary basis, by his 
two principals, Ray Mahoney and 
Ray Chimiliski, 

Archibald had founded the Valley 
News Company, distributor of the 
Boston Globe, before he was 21, 
and with typical hard work had 
built it into a successful company, 
He sold the company three years 


ago. ’ 

Before founding Valley News he 
had been a_pewsboy in Reading 
Square, 

Born in Everett 28 years ago, he 
was the son of the late George 
Archibald, and of Mrs Hazel Mc- 
Girr, of Melrose, He was amem- 
ber of the Elks, of Wakefield, 

In addition to his mother he is 
survived by his wife, Mrs Mary 
(Convery) Archibald of Reading, 
and a sister, Mrs Judith A Heath 
of Fullerton, California, 

Funeral services were held at 
10 am June 7th in the Church ofthe 
Good Shepherd, in Reading, with the 
Rev. John P Thorp, pastor of Em- 
manual Episcopal Church in Wake- 
fleld officiating, Burial was in 
Puritan Lawn Cemetery.
